he 18, that he may take a safer departure for the
pext year's voyage, instrucied by Lthe errors
and;:lucourugm by thesuceesses of the one just
ended,

The past year, m a public point of view, has
been & mowmentoas ones and, as tar as human
wil can judge st this point of time, as fortunote
as momentous, Certwinly tortunate, i1 toe
American people have the wisdom to {ollow the
pointings of that Almighty band which hLas
becn outstretehed to guide them up to the pre-
sent point of their bistory. If ever the hand
of Divine Providenee wis visible in tne direo-
tion of buman aifaire, it has been so In ours
during the Inst «ix years; and not less so in the
Iwst than in those that went before. Six years
sgo slavery poscessed the lund, 1t had its vice-
roy in the White House, and its organized allies
everywhere in the free States. Its rule threat-
ened to grow more and move despotie, snd to
reduce lgv whole people to the conaition of its
immedinie vassals in morality and in prosperity.
in the insolence ol its power it sought to
destroy the temple which our fatners had
built to the liberty of the sons of God, and to
make it into a den of thieves—a fit habitation
for the children of Satan, The eyes of it idola-
ters were neld, that they should not see tho
frantic folly which wns driving them on to the
destruetion ol the {oul letish whioch they had
ket above ull that was cnlled God, Oar own sight
was none too clear In those dark days, and it
was_rather by divine leading than by buman
wisdom that Abraham Lincoln was set over us
rather than Boward or Fremont, From under
the cloud of bartle, uod through seas of blood,
emancipation came to the slaves and to our-
selyes, It remained (0 be scen whether we
were worthy the preat deliverance thus vouch-
sufed to us, and able to® make it the universal
blessing which He who worked it for us meant
it to be.

+ The last twelvemonth, we think, has shown
that we have not been disobedient to the hish
calling to which we have been chosen, and that
the greater viotories of peace are yet to crown
those we won in war. Never was there so hard
a problem set. belore a people to solve as that
which was lorced upon us by the trinmphant
ending of the eivil war, 1t was one that could
not be worked out by any moral geometer from
any of the axiozs or the eatablished proposi-
tions of bis gclence, Time and experiment were
necessary conditions to i just solution, and
these we have had accorded to us by the very
obstinacy and [olly of the man whom the foolish
expediency of the Ballimore Convention and
the crime of Booth nad placed at the helm of
the nation. We can evea now se: how this
apparent calamity may bave been ordered in
wisdom, il we use its lessons argont, The Presi-
dent's course has had a two-fold operation. It
bus shown the character of thoe inhabltunis of
the Rebel Siates, and has also made manifest
that of the people ot the loyal region. The (de-
rfﬂ?il} ol the Bouthern heart, so long debanched
by the cnchantmints of slavery, mizht have
been hidaen tor a season by its dread of a wiser
ruler, anda the Rebels been restored to their
yower for evil in their own region, had not the

opes of being rehabilitated in their old
national supremaocy by s President born on their
soil, and steeped in their prejudices, blinded
them to the truth., The magnapimity of the
North, always bordering on the brink of weak-
ness, might have been led by the hypoerisy

class, ALl over the Bouth eéxist the aumerous
remnants of a terrible system which did as

much to corrupt and debauch white morala as
1o debase black mauhood. The now npprentice-
thip and vagrant laws are noiht but the
romains of the alave code; and the publlo
whipping post stands, and every country justice
may ohain a victim to it

Does any one suppose that while men and
women ace publicly Hogged, while Lhe whipp\ng-
post exiafs a8 the ansiglitly sto 1k for the common
flower sud {rutt of Southern joatice, the Ireed.
men will bé trested with tender mory fo all
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thut aficcts \heir oivil ri{xhu. or that the whites |

oppress thew ! The whipplag-post (air]
all the prejndice whioh the Bouth has n able
1o oarry off in i'e Jorced relrgst from slavery
snd maintain o the body of its law,
ueed to punleh the white man, bul so much more
it tends to mnke the poor white worse than a
negro. It will undoubtediy be for the most part
an Instrument of such Ercmouu Iaws wa the
Vagroot and Apprenticeship codes; and avery
negro whom these statutes ordain shall be less
than a man, will have the pillory in the back-
ground to assure him that o be s not conient
with a frection of his manhood he can have it
all whipped away.

Al recent slave sales in Macylund, halfa-dozen
men and women ware sold for an average price
of about $30; =0 that it is nctuaily ten tiwes
r-lmug;r to buy alaves under the rrr-nml laws of
the uth than [t was formerly to purchase
them in open market, We obsorve that Jodge
Magruder, the author ol these outragea, hus
been arrested by United States auihorities, and
held to answer for violating the whole spirit aua
essenoe ol the Civil Rights bill, both in this ot
and in rejusing to admit negro testimony into
the courts. It 1s important that bis case, wiich
sthows & shameful contempt ol opinion and of
law, shonld be made, tf possbie an example,
for there is hardly any crime which, unaer the
civiiization of this land, surpusses that of aelling
a human bring iuto slavery  Pirates have been
hanged for no worse olfense; and thoagh Julge
Mugruder may shelter himsel! in an obsolere
code, it would tea pity to lose the salutary les-
son which s due pnnishim nt woold be to judi-
cial {askmasters farther Soulh. We hope that
hiz oonvie'lon muay fully satisfy josiioe: bat full-
ing this, we trust 1t may serve for 8 warning
that the Judge who dares again attempt the
erime of selling a fellow-man, sud o fellow-citi-
zen, will do 1t at his peril.

Tt Is quite common to spesk of Wendell Phil
lips 85 0 very able man, but lacking practical
qualibes, The article we published yesterday
from his pen onght (o correct this ervor. It
proves him to be among the most “practical”
wen of his school, as he wets forth most dis-
tinctly the objects he expects (o accomplish by
impeaching the President.

Mr. Pbillpps has a favorite plan of recon-
struction, He thmks the Soutbhern State Gov-

croments ought 1o be “wipod vot,” ahd tecrito- |

nal Governments subsiit ted for them, so that
the universal negro sufirage could be decreed by
Coneress, and sll other reforms which he deems
desirable ar once scoured, But, says Mr. Phil-
1'pe, *he Su[;tr-um Court is opposed to this, It
believes such action to be unconstitudonal, and
would #o decide. The Bupreme Court thus
becontes an “obs'acle in our path"” which must
be removed. Den'h s relied upon as a service-
able nlly in this emercency; two out of the
nine Judges, Mr. Phillips bhas resason to  hopr,
may die wi hin a res-onable time—say iwo
years, But then, if Mr. Jobnson has the noni-
nation of thewr suceessors, what chance have
“‘we” of making anythang by the change? None
at all. The only way to escape this diulicalty is
impeaching the Presidect, and removing him
from oftice, even *%i1 there 1s bnt little hope of
his conviction,” The main thng 15 to get him
out ol the way, and tha! ean be done by um-
peaclking him, whetlier with good reason or
without,

Themn, too, unless he 8 impeached, how are
the Soutbhern Biates to be recounstructed? U
Cupgress does terntorinhze them, he will have
tne sppointment of thelr Covernors, their
Seeretarics, thelr Judges, and other ofiicers.
This ¢ 4l nover do. This would still eanbie him
to “baunlk the plans of the conquerors,” He
must be pot out of the way., Asesassiuation s
oaous and oraa'e, Imeeachment is neither,
Therefore Mr. Phillips insists oo impeachment—
even i thore 18 po hope of a conviction.™  ~
